the gem is of quartz, or crystal, this being 
considered the hardest ' and best substance 
that can bo made available for the purpose. 
Thon aftor tho crystals are out in proper 
shape, thoy aro put into a galvanic battery, 
whloh coats thorn over with a liquid, tho 
lattor being mado of diamonds which aro too 
small to bo cut, and of the clippings and 
cuttings that nro taken off of the diamonds 
during the process of shaping thorn. In this 
way, 
all tho small particles of diamonds that 


have heretofore boon regarded as compara- 
tively worthless, can now, by moans of this 
ingenious French process, bo made quite 
seivicenblo in tho jeweler's art.

SNOW SLIDES IN UTAH. 


In summer, Cottonwood district Ig tho 


most delightful of cool retreats ; in winter, 
a lofty snow bank, with hero and thoro a 
gray projection. 
In tho winter sunshine il 


would, but for tho occasional patches of 
timber, present a painfully dazzling expanse 
of white ; and as it is, serious snow blind- 
ness is not uncommon; When n warm south 
wind blows for a day or two, there Is great- 
er danger of snow slides. In January, 1875, 
tho snow fell thoro without intermission for 
eight days, filling tho deepest gulches, into 
which the few stray animala plunged and 
floundered helplessly. 
In 
tho circular 


mountain hollows, with a good growth of 
timber, tho snow 
drifted from ten to 


forty feet deep, leaving the largest trees 
looking like mere shruba. Distant settle- 
ments wore quite isolated, and tho narrow 
passes thereto stopped by snow. 
However, 


m tho best-developed niinea work wont on 
under-ground, all the side chambers and 
vacant places being stacked fall of ore us 
fast as it was mined. In a few more days 
the sun came out bright and clear, and 
though tho thermometer rarely rises above 
the freezing-point during tho first two 
months of the year in the higher oampa. yet 
the warmth seems to htwa been sufficient io 
loosen tho snow not yet tightly packed, and 
In every place whore tho Blopo was great 
and tho timber not suffioiont to bind it, 
avalanches of from ono to a hundred acres 
came thundering into the caftona, sweep- 
ing nil beforn them. 
One of tho largest 


swept on that part of Alta Uity, Little Oot- 
tonwood, lying on tho slope. 
Six persons 


were killed outright, either crushed by tho 
timber of their own cabins or smothered in 
the snow, and many more wore buried five 
or six hours, until relief parties dug them 
out. 
Ono woman was found sitting upright 


In her cabin with A babo in her arms, both 
dead. Tho cabin had withstood tho ftva- 
lanoho, but tho snow poured In at tho doors 
nnd windows, nnd thoy wore frozen or 
gmothorod. Thirty-five Hvea wero lost in 
Utah that winter by snow-slides. Six mon 
wero burled In ono gulch a thonaand foot 
wider pflokod Ice And snow.

them was useless. But at length the breath 
of Juno dissolved their snowy prison, And 
tho bodies woro revealed, fresh and fair an 
If thoy hadjufltoonfiod to breathe.—[J. H.
